London, Oct. 29.~The Chron'ole

senting England, will ho appointed to 
solve the Venezuelan boundary aflair." 

Adfipatohto the Times from Berlin 
aays that Li Hang Chang has summoned 
'o Pekin Mr. "Detring, a director of the 
Cliinese customs, who- was granted two 
years' leave of absence in order to aec- 
conipaiiy Li on his travels. Mr. Detriiig 
staita ill a few days. "Tlii.s recall," 
says the Times correspondent, "shows 
that Li Hung Chang's tour will liave 
practical results." 

A Berlin diaiiatoh to the- Daily Tele- 
graph refers to the arrival of the first 
ship load of American apples at Ham- 
burg and their selling for fiom four to 
eight sliillings ])er cvvt., wliiie good tler- 
nnvn apples at this seaBon of the year 
cost llfteen shillings. 

The Times correspondent at Berlin 
says; "I hear from St. Petersburg tliat 
the Ozar has decided to postpone the 
currefacy reform which it was proposed 
to submit to the state council this 
autumn." 

Thel Imparcial, of Madrid, has opened 
a Bubi^cription in aid of the Spanish sol- 
diers wounded in Cuba. The Queen Ke- 
nt has contributed 10,000 jiesetas to 
the fiiiul. 

A clerk named Bruno Weiner has been 
arrested in the Herz mountains, charged 
with being the instigator of the murder 
of lierr Major Levy,presiilentof the Ler- 
lin bar, on Sunday, October 18. l^evy 
was attacked by two men in his bed- 
room and was stabbed to death. ilia 
wife was seriously woiintled at the same 
time. The assnsains made their escajie, 
but one of them, Groase, a lockamith's 
ajiprenticc, was arrested on Tuesday 
last. Grosso confessed and said tliat 
Weiner was the man who planned the 
crime. 

Joseph Anbort and Marguerite Du- 
bois, his mistress, after having been con- 
victed of murdering J^milodel Shotl", the 
young stamp collector, whoso body was 
lound in a packing case at Couville, 
France, in May last, were sentenced to- 
day, .\ubort to penal servitude for life 
anil Marguerite to three yars imprison- 
ment. The trial was attended by crowds 
of fashionable people and attracted much 
interest on ' account of its sensational 
features and similarity to the affaire 
Goull'e. 

At to-day's session of the French 
chamber of deputies, "SI. (iustav Isani- 
mert, editor in chief of J.,a lieimbliqiie 
Francaise, a member of the liepublican 
union and deputy from the Chateau 
d' L"n district was elected vice-president of 
the chamber. 

Out of 414 districts in which elections 
were held for seats in the Hungarian 
Chamber of Deputies, the results in 320 
have been received. In 220 of these Lib- 
eral candidates were successful and in 25 
the Nationalists were victorious. Troops 
have been necessary tn keep order. 

The Czar and Czarina started from 
Darmstadt to-day on their return to Rus- 
sia. 

President Fanre to-day receiveil in 
audience at tl-.o J'jlysee palace the dele- 
gates of the international co-operative 
congress, wiiich opened here yesterday. 
In so doing ho expressed his pleasure at 
the fact that the delegates had chosen 
the French capital in which to discuss 
such an interesting and imnortant sub- 
ject. 

The Paris dispatch to the Standard 
says : " The election of Progressist Isa- 
hert as president of the chamber to- 
gether with the fact that the govern- 
ment asked that M. Jaure's interpella- 
tion with reference to the Carmaux labor 
troubles shoultl be poatponeil until 
Tuesday, is regarded in some quarters 
as an iridicatioii that the cabinet stabil- 
ity is tlireateued by the Radicals, 
Tuesday's diibate is expected to bo criti- 
cal. 

Iu pursuance of a resoluiion adopted 
yesterday evening upwards of 4,000 cab- 
men are lioing out on strike. This is 
another chapter in the long and weari- 
some dispute between the cabmen and 
r/iilroad stations. The dearth of cabs is 
noticeable. 

The famine outlook in India is increas- 
ing in gloominess. It is not probable 
tliat rain will fall, and tiio prospects are 
serious in the northwest and central 
provinces in I'unjaub. Large imports 
of foreign grain are expected. About .'SO 
lakhs of rupees has already been given 
from imperial revenues for ativanco 
seeds, etc., and relief work in the north- 
west, central provinces, the Pnnjaub, 
India and Kajputana is being started, in 
addition to the circulation of works 
which are projected in Pnnjaub. 

Lord Charles Beiresford, in a speech at 
the Constitutional Club, declared that 
the time had arrived for England to 
boldly announce her intention to annex 
Kgypt. The Graphic, on the other 
hand, declares : " We have pledged our- 
selves to evacuate Egypt, and the course 
Lord Clmrlea Bereaford advocates would 
bo an act of jierlidy." 

Advices received hero state that Sir 
Herbert Kitchener iutinda to demand 
an addition of ,i;6-l,l)00 in the military 
estimates, which already exceed the 
amount permitted by the international 
convention of 1885. The object of Sir 
Herbert Kitchener in asking for more 
money is said to be the raising of 
an effective Egyptian army of 15,- 
000 men and to continue the reconquest 
of the Soudan^. It is further stated that 
the railway from Dongola to Merous 
will be completed in a few months; four 



months' provisions for 15,000 men will 
be stored at Mercous, and advances on 
Berber and Khartoum recommended 
probably in March ue.xt. It is under- 
atood France and Kuesia will protest 
against the exjiedition and oppoao the 
increase in the effective strength of the 
Egyptian armj'. 

s"ince the recent visit of the Piusaian 
ambassador, jNI. Do NelidoO", to the Sul- 
tan and the lengthy and important tiudi- 
ence which followed, it is noticeable 
that there baa been anolher cliangc for 
the better in the attitude of Abdul 
Ilamid and his advisers toward Ariiu^ni- 
ans in jiarticular and the reform policy 
in ueneral. It is known tliat 
M. De Nelidofl" used very plain 
language . in his conversation with 
the Sultan and it is equally apparent 
that the latter was convinced that the 
liiisaian amliassador was in earnest. 
This, supplemented by the reports re- 
C:!ived liy the Sultan from the Turkish 
einbacsies in London and Paris, jiointing 
out the distrust and irritation canseil by 
the attitude of Turkey, br(jught about 
eager iirofessions upon" the part of the 
Turkish government of a ilesiro to lion- 
eatly iiusli the woi'k of reforui. and, as a 
CJiiuncncement, live Christian deputy 
governora liave been appointed in Ar 
mcnia, and there will probably be 
changes shortly in the composition of 
the Turkish ministry. 

A dispatch from .St. Petersbrr^ to the 
Soleil says there has been an important 
exchange of views between the French 
and Itussian ministers of war, by which, 
certain modifications have b^en made 
in the general plan of mobilization and 
concentration of Franco-Rusao troops in 
time of war. The Soleil adds: "The 
proof of this statement is soon to be seen 
in the number oi frontier changes and 
the first stop is saitl to iiavo already 
been taken by an increaeo in the num- 
ber of Kussian dragoons." 

Thos. Beattie, an I'Jnglishnian, owner 
of the Media J.uiia plantation, has been 
imprisoned at Munzanilla, charged witli 
bsing the instigator of the destruction 
by fire of many houses in the villane ot 
Media Luna. His uttt rn?y, Juan Silva, 
has also been arrested. 

A severe storm prevails along the coast 
of Portugal. A llsliing boat has been 
lost near Setudal, eighteen miles south- 
east of this city. Fourteen fishermen 
were drowned. 

Advices received from the Philippine 
islands state that the Spaniards have 
become more oppressive than ever in 
their treatment of the natives, and are 
resorting to iiiluiman methods to sub- 
due the rebellion. In the latter part of 
SepLeinher the Spanish government, 
taking advantage ol" the temporary ab- 
sence of a British man-of-war, which 
had gone to .Hongkong, seized all 
the telegraph and cable lines, 
and prohibited the sending out of 
any messages which had not received 
the approval of the government. In 
this a censorship was established over 
consular messages, so tliat the repre- 
sentatives of European nations were un- 
able to communicate with their govern- 
ments without having their mesiazea 
scrutinized by the Spanish officials. 
Cypher messages by cable and telegrapli 
were prohibited. This sort of regime 
continued for several weeks, till the re- 
turn of the English man-of-war, when 
the authorities were plainly told that 
the embargo on consular messngea must 
be removed. The government, after 
considering the matter, ordered the em- 
bargo removetl, and oflicial communica- 
tion with the outside world was re- 
sumed.

Sultan's Frcpisals Rejected by young Turk- 
ish Party— Deposition of Sultan 

Discussed. 

LoNDo.v, <)ct. SO. — A dispatch from 
Piiillipopolia to the Daily Mail says that 
the leaders of the Young Turkish party 
have rejected the Sultan's proposition 
to grant reforms including a general 
amnesty and the ajipointment of a re- 
sponsible ministry as the price of the 
cessation of their agitation. 

The Morning Post has a dispatch from 
Constantinople which says that it is re- 
ported that the police have discovered a 
large store of explosives in the Taskin 
quarter. There have been four hundred 
arrests in connection with the discov- 
ery. 

The Daily Xews states that it hears 
that the gravest anxiety exists at Con- 
stantinoiile, ami that the tlepositiou of 
the Sultan is seriously discussed, 

The ]{omo correspondent of the Chron- 
icle is assured that on his return to St. 
Petersburg tlie Czar will propose a con- 
ference of the powers to discuss the 
Turkish problem. The Constantinople 
dispatch to the same paper save thAt 
Kasim Pasha, minister of police, is con- 
spiring with Bartholomeos and the 
palace gang to provoke fresh outbreaks 
as an excuse for a general massacre of 
Armenians. 

The Sheik Ul-Islam remains at the 
Yildiz palace nominally as the Sultan's 
guest, but really as a prisoner. The am- 
bassadors have telegraphed for instruc- 
tions in vie'iV cf events which are regard- 
ed as imminent.

YENFZUELAN COMMISSION.

Prof. Burr's mission was- 
to couductan independent inquiry, with-r 
out questioning the documents presented! 
by ; the two countries, but giving the 
conimisaion the advantage of a complete- 
knowledge of the Dutch archives. Prof. 
Burr, did not characterize his findings as 
favorable to one side or the other, as 
that is the province of the cominissinn, 
and it will take some time to determine 
the bearing of the new documents on the 
issue. Tho commission adjourned to- 
day to November 10, in order that Prof. 
Burr may have time to make a written, 
report, that of to-day being oral.

news which the Post-IntelligenciBr gives 
in the announcement that Matthew 
Roderick, of 329 Tiiylor street, Seattle, 
waa killed at Camp McKinney on Tues- 
day or the day before by the foreman of 
the Cariboo mine, and that death alone 
saved him from being arrested for the 
crime committed in August. 

Detecti\-L's have buen anivdowing Rod- 
erick in Seattle for the past six woeku, 
at the same time having in tlieir poa- 
seasion allidavita oi nieu who swear jjoai- 
tively that Koderick tried to get lliem to 

ill witli him on the liold-up. The 
case is made still worse against Koderick 
by the fact that when he left liie Cariboo 
mine several days after t!;o robbery, 
claiming to be ill, the miners made up a 
purse of between S^^'O and PO for liis 
benefit; and wlion lus houst; on Taylor 
street was searched last night by oliicer 
Brown, of the local police, $30U in gokl 
twenties were found, in a'ddition to docu- 
ments that are claimtd to show conclu- 
sively that between the time he left 
the mine and his leaving Seattle 
again, a week ago last Tuesday 
Bight, he did biisinosa involving several 
hundred dolliira. It was supposed when 
l\'oderick left the cily the laac lime that 
he was goini: back to bring out the gold 
ho is alleged to have secreted, and it was 
owing to ihe desire of the detectives to 
<;et him back again into British Colum- 
bia that prevented bis arrest in the 
Sounil city. 

The Cariboo mine ia located ninety 
miles from Marcus, on the Spokane it 
Northern railroad. In order to reach 
the mine from Marcus the trip has to be 
made over a rough mountain road. The 
mine is a good producer, and it has been 
customary for either the president, Jaa. 
Monohan, the well known Spokane 
banker, or the secretary and treasurer, 
Oeorge McAulay, to bring out the month- 
ly "clean-up" in the form of gold 
bricks. These trips have Ijecn made, so 
iar as can be learned, witliout auuaril. 

On the morning o£ August 18 George 
McAulay left camp early in the morning 
in a buggy. He had with him in a bag 
three gold bars, two very heavy, and one 
small bar. The value of the small bar 
waa !i;l,000. The total value of the three 
^)ars is variously estimated lietween 
$9,000 and $11,000. At exactly 7 o'clock, 
as McAulay reached the top ot a hill, 
two and a half miles from camp, and 
«wune around a curve, he fjund himself 
facing the muzzle of a Winchester rifle, 
held by a masked man. The man stood 
■on an embankment that was on a level 
with the seat of the buggy, and had evi- 
dently beirjg lying in wait. 

lIe"ordered iMuAulay to throw up hia 
bands. McAulay did not conii)ly in- 
stantly and the order was repeated in a 
rough'aiul decided tone oi voice. See- 
ing that it was useless to argue the quea- 
tion McAulay did aa ordered. 

"Throw out that bullion," eaid the 
liighwavman, and out went the bag. 

"Throw out the rest of the money," 
demanded the man. 

' ' Why, you would not leave a man 
broke in' this country, would yon?" re- 
])lied Mc.Vuhiy. 

" Throw out the money," was the re- 
ply. Mc.Vulay had a considerable 
iiuiiount of gold on his person, and re- 
luctantly gave it up. The man theji 
ordered "him to drive on. McAulay went 
about ten rods and stopped. He looked 
back and iound that the man had his 
rille on him. " IDrive on," said the 
highwayman. JIcAulay saw the man 
meant business and complied. The 
lughwayman watched him out of sight 
And then disappeared. 

As soon as i^lcAulay reported hia loss 
a searching party went out, but they 
found no traces other than a few cracker 
crumbs where the highwayman had 
lunched, and the remains of a camp. It 
was thoueht, however, and everything 
indicated it, that the robber had come 
from the Cariboo mining camp. 

President Monohan came up from 
Spokane, and on the 22nd, after he had 
gut things well outlined, commenced a 
systematic investigation. iOvery iiuiu in 
the camp was made to uive an ai'connt 
(if himsel''. It is said that all did this 
except Matthew Roderick, who had l)eeii 
ill or claimed to bu ill, and who luul just 
returned to Seattle. No evidence was 
discovered to ahow that Roderick was 
out of his cabin on the morning of the 
robbery, but a man in the eainp said 
that wtide Roderick was claiming to be 
aick ho had caught sight of him outside 
of his cjibin. lie spoke to him about 
being out when he waa so ill and 
Boderick said that ho had got upto 
warm some water. As before mentioned, 
when Roderick got ready to return to 
Seattle the miners made up a purse for 
iiim. Roderick had been working as an 
ordinary miner, receiving ordinary 
wages. He claimed, however, to bo a 
civil engineer. 

Monohan'a trip to the miiiea prevented 
him from receiving a letter of great im- 
l)ortaMce. lie got it when ho retiirned 
to Spokane. It waa fro:u a mar. named 
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\ Out (it Hort-; -'Msily lircd, lia^'- ^ 
K !;;u(l. ir.ue nr.,'. ht-lU-.s-:, try afdinn \ 

'■\Vnii!;inn R.iiiii. It makes rich

K ■• boon. ilan cmed tbougaudo — 
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Shuttleworth, who sai'l that he knew 
who did the robbery and described him. 
He saiil that last June he waa in the 
minine district and came acrosa a stran- 
ger. The man complained of beinij very 
poor and said lie would about'aB,Bo6n die 
aa live in lhis present '.condition.' '^He ia 
alleged to, have remarked : that be knew 
how Uis 'fortnrie could be mended, and 
then went on' to say that it woiild be an 
e.isy matter to either rob the office at 
the mine in which the bullion waa kept 
or hold up the man who took it out. He 
seemed to know all about the manner in 
which the bullion was transported and 
said that there was only one man in 
charge. The two men separated and, 
according to the affidavit in the posses- 
sion of Mr. Monohan, the man who i>ro- 
uosed the robbery went on to the Cari- 
boo and got work while Shuttleworth 
went on his way. It is said that Shut- 
tleworth is a rancher and a responsible 
man, 

Aa Boon as this information was re- 
ceived Shuttleworth waa hunted up and 
made to give hia information in the form 
of an affidavit. Detectives were im- 
mediately employed and sent to Seattle 
to shadow Roderick. Shuttleworth was 
brought to Seattle, and at the first opr 
portuiiity waa placed in a position where 
lie got a good look at Boderick. He 
positively ideutilied iiini as the man 
who had' i>roposed the robbery of the 
Cariboo mine bullion. 

A week ago Tuesday Roderick left 
Seattle, giving it oat that he was 
going to some i)lace other than the Cari- 
boo mine. Tlie detectives believed, how- 
ever, that he waa going after the remain- 
der of the bullion, iiiid traileil him. 
Xothing more waa heard of the case un- 
til Tuesday afternoon, when Detective 
Cudihee had in hisposseSBion a telegram 
announcing the death of Boderick. This 
message, it is said,'cam'efrom President 
Monohan. A message waa sent back 
asking if Roderick's house should be 
searched. The reply came to do so by 
all means. Detective Oudihee appeared 
in the municipal court at 5:10 o'clock, 
and a search warrant waa issued for 329 
Taylor street, where Roderick lived. Of- 
ficer Brown, accompanied by D(Uectivn 
Foley, went out to the ' house and 
made known their nuasiou. Tli« news 
of the death of Roderick waa a great 
shock to hia wife. 

In an upper bedroom was found a 
small safe, locked by a conihinatiou. 
Mrs. Roderick finally unlocked it and 
inside waa discovered $300 in gold. 0£ 
licer Brown said there were receijits for 
bills and taxes, paid since September 1 
aggregatinsr aljout $100; life insurance 
policy for . to, 000 in favor of Mra. Rod- 
erick, paid up; and a deed which indi 
ca ted that Roderick had paid out $300. 

The detectives have also a second affi- 
davit from a man who worked with Rod 
erick in the mine, and who alleges that 
Roderick wanted him to go into the rob 
bery, and went so far as to naiuo the 
spot whore the job could bo accomplish 
ed. The spot named by Roderick is the 
exact spot whore the job waa done.

THE CROW'S NEST ROAD. 

Some of the newspaiiers of the East 
seem to regard the Crow's Nest I'liss 
railroad as an exclusively British Col- 
umbia work. This is (luito a mistake. 
The people of Eastern Canatla liave 
really a greater interest in the construc- 
tion of that road than have the Inhabit 
ants of British Columbia except those of 
the Kootunay country. The construction 
of tliat road will 0])en up that great 
iniiiirir; reirion to the trade of Ivistern 
<Jaiiaiia, while the {greater part of P.ritisti 
Coliuubia will be, after it is built, as re 
garda communication with the gold 
iields, the mining camps, aud the cities 
of Kootenay, precisely where they 
nre now. The construcfon of the 
Crow's Xest Pass road will be 
of no direct advantaceto either Victoria 
or Vancouver. .It will, in fact, be a (lis 
advanttige to them, as it will give easier 
and cheaper access to the mining region 
to their rivals and competitors in trade 
«ast of the Rocky Mountains. This the 
business men of the East know well. 
Hence the interest they take in the pro 
ject. 

As the construction of that road will 
be of quite as much advauta^je to ))uo])le 
diving outside British Coliuubia as it will 
be to the majority of its inhabitants, it 
is only fair that the former should aid in 
its construction. And we have no doubt 
that the Dominion Ciovennnent will f^ive 
material aid towards the buildinj; of 
the line. 

What the inhabitants of the Coast 
ulties and the country in their vicinity 
need is direct and easy communication 
with the Kootenay country. This they 
seem determined to have. The road to 
the south must run tlirough a rough and 
(liHieult re^'ion ; its construction, there- 
fore, will be expensive. Those who fav- 
or the project should bear this well in 
mind. The road from the Coast to Koo- 
tenay cannot be built in a day and it 
cannot be built without the expenditure 
of a great deal of money. Those who are 
iletormined that the road shall be built — 
and tlieie are many who are — must face 
the facts manfully. They ninst do a <,'reat 
deal more than talk. They must be pre- 
pared to work hard and to make sacri- 
iices. And they should not let the grass 
grow under their feet. Those who are 
interested in having the Crow's Nest 
road built are earnest ami energetic, and 
they will lose no time in jiushing their 
enterprise. The projectois of the line 
from llie (.'oast should not allow the 
Eastern men to steal a march on them.

conditioiia under which gold mining in 
Ontario and Kootenay are pursued. 
Granted that gold is abundant in the lat- 
ter district, the precious metal occurs 
there in base ores. It is associated with 
copiier and diliicult to treat, requiring 
the miner to build a smelter costing 
$400,000 or ^500,000 for the reduction 
process, failing Avhicli ho must pay, say, 
•'til2 per ton to some custom smelter "to 
have his ore treated. Ontario ores, on 
the other hand, occur in quartz veins, 
and are mainly free 'milling, amenable 
to treatment by stamp mills, .one of 
which need npt C08t,over, $10,000 or $1.5.- 
000, They are in a region where wocd 
and water, two essentials in mining, are 
plentiful, and, besides, they are from 
1,000 to 1,500 miles nearer hand than the 
gold fields of British Columbia, and do 
not present the samodifTieultiesof trans- 
portation to a market. 

Gold mining is still in its early infancy 
in Ontario, and has not begun to pay, (or 
we see from a tabular statement in the 
article from which we quote that to get 
$50,000 worth of gold !f50,'_';!I was jiaid 
in wages. The number of men em- 
ployed in gold mining in Ontario is set 
down at 23". If the prospects are as 
good as they are represented to be in the 
report, the industry will continue to 
prow, and the output for the current 
3'ear and succeedinc years will be greatly 
increased. 

We see by the same statement 
that the value of the minrrals 
produced in Oniario in IS'Jo was .$5,170,- 
138, and the number of employes 0,oS;!, 
who received as wages .$1,571,051. Pe- 
troleum and its products are valued at, 
in round numbers, $1,700,000. These 
were produced by SIJo workmen, who re- 
ceived $1!)5,()00 in M'ages. The value of 
the salt produced in the province was 
$188,101, and the salt works eavo em- 
ployment to lol men. Ths nickel mined 
was worth $(101,861; the copper with 
which it seems to be combined was 
valued at $100,013, and the number of 
men employed in mining and treating 
the nickel and copper was 055, whose 
wages were $209,900. 

A NEEDED IMPROVEMENT. 

Tlie Hon. Mr. Tarte while in Manitoba 
visited St. Andrew's Kapids. llo seems 
have to been a little cautious as to what 
he said about it, but he did not even 
whisper that the proposed improvement 
w.as i;ot required. It will he remembered 
that the Cirits previous to the election de- 
clared that the promise to construct a 
lock at those rapids was nothing more 
than election buncombe and that if the 
Conservatives wore returned to power 
nothing more would be heard about the 
promised work. But we see 'that 
the Liberal Minister of Public 
Works is giving liis serious con- 
sideration to the project, and 
it is safe to predict that tbo 
proposal to make tf?o improvement 
promised by Sir Gharlea TuDper will be 
entertained by the Government. This 
shows that the work is, in the estima- 
tion of practical men, needed; and that 
Mr. Tarte does not laugh at the idea of 
constructing it, which he certainly would 
do if it is uf the character rejiresented 
by tlie Grits previous to the election, 
leads to the same conclosion.

ONTARIO'S GOLD MINES. 

Wo lind in the Toronto Monetary 
Times of the 23rd some information 
relative to gofd mining in Ontario. In 
a short review of the Fifth Report of the 

Bureau of Mines, Province of Ontario, 
we find the following passage. The 
" doctor " alluded to is iJr. Coleman the 
geologist and miner.ilogistof the Bureau. 

A result of this second visit of the 
doctor's is a geologic.il map (which ac- _ . 

companies the rejiort) ot the Seine Biver stormy seas and stoniiin 
and Kainy hake country. Inthisregion 
■most encouraging discoveries have been 
made. "Already several mines are 
steadily worked and are producing 
gold with an outlay of capital 
which in other countries would 
strike the miner with astonish- 
.meiit."; : That ^prpspectpra and inVestora 
have riot neglected this" locality is seen 
from the fact that in Rainy lliver dis- 
trict in 1895 there were KiO leases taken 
out, covering 13,700 acres; besides 71 
])atonts issued covering -1,850 acres, by 
far the greater part of this hind heinjr 
taken uji for gold. The number of gold 
mines worked in Ontario last year was 
eight, emjiloying 2-10 men, who raised 
•0,500 tons of "ore, containing 3,030 ounces 



" COnniAL JiELATIONS." 

The announcement of Jlinister Terrell 
that " the relations between the Ciovern- 
ments of Turkey and the United States 
are of the moat cordial character," has 
not proved as welcome to some people 
in the United States as the Minister 
seemed to expect. Many United States 
citizens are very indignant that their 
Government ahoidd be in conlial rela- 
tions with the author of the Armenian 
massacres and other atrocities. 

The New .York Times after recounting 
the claims of the United States against 
the Turkish Government — " indemnity 
for American property destroyed with 
the connivance anil, in some cases, un- 
der the authority of Turkish ofhcials," 
goes on to say : 

Minister Terrell fchonld know that 
whatever his own jierHonal rela- 
tions with the Turkish Government nuiy 
be, the American jieople can have no 
cordial relations with a Government that 
commits such outrajjes on their fellow- 
citi/.ons as the Turkish Government 
has committed until full reparation is 
made. 

This is certainly not taking very high 
ground and is far from expresping the 
opinions and the feelings of hundreds of 
thousands of humane men and women 
in the United States, but it is infinitely 
higher than the mocking banter of the 
New York Commercial Advertiser, which, 
ajjeuking of those who expressed their 
horror at the outrages committed on the 
defenceless Armenians and who de- 
clared it to be the duty of the United 
States to interlere in some way on be- 
half of the persecuted.phristian subjecia 
of the Sultan, said : ' 
They were for trudging through the 
the Yildiz 

palace without any notitication to the 
European powers, and witliout any 
rights on our own part. Some of them 
were ready to follow the suL'gestion of 
Everett P. AVJieeler aud " shot and 
shell" the enthroned assassin. Now 
from our own Minister we learn that our 
relations are cordial. "Not a single 
American citizen has been sacrifice J in 
the massacres, and. the United States is 
not going to depart from its traditional 
policy of nori-inteirference in European 



VENEZUELA. 

The Venezuela question has come to 
the surface again. It is said that the 
American Commission has nearly com- 
pleted its labors; it is said that Lord 
Salisbury is inclined to make conces 
sions ; it is saiii that he still liolda the 
ground he originally occuiiied ; it is said 
that the Venezuelans are prepared to 
to settle the business without any more 
trouble; it is said that the question will 
b'3 settled by arbitration after all ; in fact 
so much has been said about it that it is 
impossible even to guess what reports 
are true and what are without founda- 
tion. 

Amidst all the contradictory and con- 
fusing reports which have been in cir- 
culation there are a few' facts which are 
very significant and sufficiently appar- 
ent. It is not diflicult to see that tlie 
(juestion lias greatly diminished in im- 
portance; it is also apparent that the 
tone of the .Vmerican press with regard 
to it is greatly lowered. The Yanljee 
jingo is not nearly so much in evidence 
as he was a few months ago. Nothing 
is now said about the Monroe Doctrine, 
and no one either in the United States 
or in Great Britain talks about war in 
connection with the Venezuelan bound- 
ary question. Tiie indications at the 
pr(!sent moment are that the question 
will be quietly and amicably eettled in 
the coarse of a short.time, and by and 
by people will wonder what the fuss 
about the Venezuelan boundary meant.

Air. \V. A. Carlyle, provincial miner- 
nlogiat, has returned from a four months' 
trip to the Kootenay country, having 
during that period visited the leading 
mining camps in both East and West 
ootenay. After leaving the Trail Creek 
country, his bulletin on which baa al- 
ready been published, Mr. Carlyle visit- 
ed with few exceptions all the leading 
mines of the Slocan, Nelson and Ains- 
worth districts in West Kootenay, and 
travelled as far south aa Fort Steele, in 
East Kootenay. He has been very care- 
ful in getting smelter returns from the 
mines, and from the customs the export 
of mineral, and thia brought up to date 
will be included in a bulletin 
on the Slocan country, to he 
published about January].. Thia will 
be in advance of the regular annual re- 
port, the object being tp have the in- 
formation laid before the public aa early 
as practicable. 

One thing Mr. Carlyle says that the 
Coast cities should realize is that the 
mining industry in the interior is now 
firmly established and every week the 
horizon is widening. There is a vast 
territory of mineral country with a good 
IH'oportion of large mining nroperties 
now being operated besides many smaller 
ones. This has already brought about a 
large and growing commercial trade, of 
wliicli the Coast cities of the province 
should make u big eli'ort to secure a 
share. Ontario, Manitoba and tjuebec 
provinces are alive to the value of the 
trade, whicli oilers not only a good mar- 
ket but a cash one. Washington mer- 
chants are doing all they can to keep the 
stream of trade flowing their way. 
When the Orow'a Nest Pass railway 
built, if it opens up fields 
of good cokinf^ ' coal - that will cer- 
tainly mean the erection of more large 
smelting plants in the province and a 
corresponding oppoitiinity of developing 
mines. 

The Coast cities must be alive and do- 
ing if they want a slice of the Ivootenay 
trade, and there is no reason why they 
should not be just as favorably situated 
for trading with Kootenaj' as the East. 
Merchants must, however, bear in niind 
that mining men want the best quality 
of goods. They are willing to pay for 
their particular fancies and these fancies 
must be studied and catered to. 

Mr. Carlyle in the time he has been 
away, travelled overas large an extent of 
country as possible and bis forthcoming 
reports will contain much valuable in- 
formation on the various districts visited. 
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"A NATIONAL SEllJION." 

An Eloquent Lecture Delivered by Rev. Dr. 
Lucas in tlie Metropolitan Church. 

Rev. Dr. Lucas last night at the Met- 
rojjolitan Methodist church gave what 
WHS by far the most elo(iuent lecture he 
las yet delivered in Victoria. It was, as 
.Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper, the chair- 
man, hajipily styled it, a national ser- 
mon, closiiigas it did with aline j)atriotic 
apneal to Camuhans to rememt)er that 
each bore~on his shoulders a share of the 
esponsibility for the national honor, 
for outsiders judged the character of a 
nation by the individuals of that nation 
with whom they came in contact. " Shots 
from the muzzje of a gun " was the title 
of the lecture, the speaker starting with 
the honudy illustration, that as a sol- 
dier's rille could not stand on end alone, 
Init if sta('ked with a couple of other rilles 
would remain upright, so human beings 
were not iiide|)endent, l)ut were united 
in a common brotherhood, t'eojile spoke 
of an independent man, but tliere waa 
no sucii tiling. The most independent 
man one could think of was 
a savage who could practically 
supply his own wants, but just aa 
a man rose in the ladder of civilization 
so he became the more dependent on 
his fellows, liiches did not make a man 
independent, for a rich person was de- 
pendent on the work of the poor to be in 
a position to enjoy his riches. An amus- 
ing illustration was given of the 
helpless condition of a rich fam- 
ily suddenly dejirived of their servants. 
Tlie lecturer laughingly contrasted this 
with Ilia own family, who never liad 
more than one servant and aometimes 
not even one. However, that made no 
matter, as ho hail before this helped his 
wife with the washing or the cooking. 
So be was more independent really than 
the " poor rich" family he spoke about. 
In jjassing, the lecturer extolled the 
dignity of work and sensibly said the 
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odiisli aristocracy who turned up their 
noses at his heljiiiig bin wile with the 
waaliiiig made him tired. The lecturer 
in speaking of tlie rich and poor ex- 
presaetl his opinion that the theories 
of Henry Ceorge and others who tried 
to bring all mankind to one level, were 
too e-Ktremo though well meant. As 
human nature was constituted. now, give 
a large number of men exactly the same 
opportunities and it was certain that 
one man would be frugal and saving 
while another wasted his opportunities. 
The one rule of life, the speaker went 
on, was the " Golden liule " — it was the 
measure which God had g'ven for a man 
to weigh liimself by. The man who 
used his opportunity to got the best of 
mother or to use a man's labor without 
a proper eijuivalent was a thief. T'he 
lecturer went on to urge the voung men 
to live np to the Golden Rule, to do 
unto others as they would be 
done by. Tlie speaker after an 
eloquent and patriotic tribute to Canada, 
paid fie had travelled mucit and lived in 
Australia, the United States and other 
parts of the world, but from the facta he 
liad gathered ho pronounced Canada the 
grandest and beat country on the face of 
the globe. Travellers who. came here 
gathered their ideas of the people as a 
w hole from the individuals they met, 
so ho exhorted the ^oungmen to remem- 
ber that each in his life and actions had 
lejiending ui)on him the honor of Gan- 
iida. Let them hy their conduct make 
Canada morally and physically the best 
country in the world. He went back 
into history to show how the political 
and religious liberties of to-day were the 
leivard of those who had sufl'ered in the 
olden days, and .-idviBBd the study of 
British liiatory aa showing what had 
been accomplished. 

During the evening Mr. Wilfred Lueaa 
sang several times and at the close of 
the lecture a vote of thanlts waa passed 
to Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper for pre- 
siding as chairman. 

Sir Charles in a few happy and patrio- 
tic remarks referred to the lecture as a 
national sermon, and in alluding to the 
reference to the reading of history, said 
that he would like to see more attention 
paid to Canadian history than was now 
the case, for Canadians liad reason to ho 
proud of their forefathers, the deeds 
they ii'^d done and the I'-art they had 
taken in the uidinlding of the .Kmjiire. 

To-night Lev. Dr. Jaicas lectures at 
the First Presbyterian church on " Flats 
and Sharps."

, An iritoreatiisg meeting wtia reosiillj' 
held iii Sir BaMftJjaa; pariah . MOBii 
whonArobldeadoii Oollisott, of Caledonia, 
gave a ieotiiife under the auspices of the 
Girls' Friendiy Society, on " Jllssionary 
Work Among the Indiana," The chair 
was taken ivt 8 o'clock by liia Lordship 
J5iahop Perrin, wlio was supported by 
Rev. B. Haslam, rector of St. Barnabas, 
and Canon I'addon. Jliaa IVrrin and 
li other frieada of the G. F, S. were prea^ 
ent. 

Bishop Penia, In introducing the 
Archdeacon, said; I hm glad to see, 
in the present attitude o£ our churches 
towards missionary eflbrt, so lUttny signs 
oi growth in intei-est. In two parishes 
; in this oily, and in other (Uoceses licdides 
' our own, tlic same scbume of association 
■ and united prayer which wc use lias 
been adopted. To-night we have the ad- 
vantage ol listening to an address from a 
missionary, who, after a hard' year's 
-work in England, ia now returning to 
Caledonia. Wo heartily welcome the 
Archdeacon back, and with him, two 
ladies wlio have come out from Eni;liind 
to work in IMetlakatia. Before they left 
homo these two workers received the 
cliurch's prayers and farewells at the 0. 
M..S. valmlictory meeting. Vi'o are ljut 
a small number lioro compared witb that 
j;reat yatherinjr — only tlie " two 
three," but we are met togetiier in the 
-same name. 

I received a letter tluis morninfc from 
England to say that sulFicient money 
will be forthcoming to provide a new 
missionary in thisdiocese. You will all, 
I am sure, rejoice to hear this news 
And now I have great pleasure in intro- 
ducing Archdeacon CoUison, and I trust 
that the memory of oar meeting here to- 
night, and the sympathy and prayers of 
our association, will bo an enco'urage 
ment to him in the future, in Jiis own 
important work. 

Arclideacon Colhson then paid: 
feel it a special privilege to apeak tu you 
on Christian missionary topics. We are 
to the front here, aa reyarda the practi- 
cal outlook on missionary efi'ort. In 
England there is a kind of romance and 
4:lamour in the view of work on distant 
lields. but with us it is very different. 
The objection is often made on steam 
boats, when I am travelling about from 
-place to place, that there are plenty of 
heathen at home ■without our going 
abroad to find them. On the other hand, 
there are millions of our.foreign subjects 
to whom we have a special duty to per- 
form, and thousands of colored people in 
this great lone laud, who, but for mis 
sionary work among tiiem, would beun- 
helped and nntaugiit. There is a spe- 
cial encouragement, to 103' thinking, in 
Ked Indian work. Our threat example 
would teacti us to leave the ninety and 
nine who are already in the fold, and to 
go after the one who ia lost. I iiave l)een 
met on my journeys among the Indiana 
by headwinds and bad %veatlier ami 
scarcity of provisions, and I have again 
and again been tempted to turn back, 
until I remembered the words oi Oiir 
Lord in the parable on the lost sheep— 
" unlil he find it." 

In 1873 there were two mission stations 
on tlio Northern coast; in Ahiska there 
■were none. The United Stales pur 
chased AlasUa in ISOS, and a Greek mis 
sion was established there; but the 
Greek missionaries took no trouble to 
learn the language of tlie tribes ainonu' 
whom they worked. One day one of 
these miasiouariea found an Indian di. 
ging roots in a lonely spot, and, faithful 
no doubt according to hia light, he went 
through the whole Greek mass before 
the Indian's astonished eyes. The man 
understood nothing of the ritual present- 
ed before him, but he luul a line ear for 
music, and although he wondered whv 
the Greek iiiissionary came to him in 
his solitude, he never forgot the Greek 
«hant which the missionary sang. Davs 
after his tribe found him; he sanirthc 
chant to them and they ail learned it; 
they sang it about the fields and on their 
canoes. At last the Indians belonging 
to the Greek mission heard thorn siiigin<;, 
and understand iii<,' nothing of the words, 
and regarding the chant more aa a partv 
rallying call than anything else, they 
declared war, and a hundred Indian's 
fell on the war path. I always urge on 
missionaries to learn the native lan- 
guage; the mother tongue ia tho shortest 
way to the heart. One of the greatest 
diiliculties in oar work is found in the 
endeavor to adapt tho tribal languages 
to tho expression oE Christiau idea and 
doctrine. Chinook, for instance, is a 
very imperfect vehicle of thought for 
mission work. 

It Is .^ratifying to know that, whereas 
in former lianda our mission proved u 
fadure, it is now a groat success. One 
great difliculty has been for ever n;- 
moved. The language has been reduced 
to a syateni, and we have now 
our own grammar and Bible, and 
various relit!ioug hooka in the 
spoken vernacular. Mr. Duncan, oui 
great pioneer in the field, had not hatl 
time to reduce the language to writing, 
ily own early diliiculties in dnding a 
key to the language reminded me of Dr. 
Moffutt's plan in Africa; he went out to 
play with theohildren when he wanted 
help with the language of their elders. 
1 found a very simple key of my own. 1 
*,got hold of one phrase, " What ia tho 
h'.name of this? '' and I used it every- 
■where, writing down the answers i)ho- 
netically. In this way I soon ac<iuired 
a copious vocabulary of substantives, 
to which I added verbii and other parts 
of speecli as my acciuaintauce with tho 
lanKuago grew. I never minded tlie In- 
diana' laughter; indeed, it was invalu- 
able as a criterion of my progress, for 
when the laughter stopped I knew 
the mistake in proimnciaticn and 
inflection had stojiped too. In six 
months from the commencement uf mv 
simple system, I was able to preacli from 
carefully written M.SS., butnsthon'i- 
tives declared the whiteraan was talking 
to his paper, I had very soon to put my

pore speech, . • '. • ' • 

When onr mission -was inaugurated at 
JFort Simpson cannon were mounted all 



round the town and only a few Indians 
were iidmitted for trading purposes. 
Now tho fort is pulled dowiiivnd trading 
is free.

if iiere are no heathens left in the place, 
Mid thousands of those wlio heard the 
Gospel through our mission have passed 
awa*' to joinktheohnrohtriniaphant. I 
have ministered by 'hundreds of dying 
hedg, and yon can nowhere find a I'iner 
t^at of the genuineness of a maa's faith, 
than when you find his dying feet upon 
lliV llodi of Ages. 

At pnrtKupert it used to be tho In- 
dian cnatom to wi'f^p the l.'odies of the 
dead in hark or in a mat anil to haul 
them up a tree, where they were left to 
b6 aosuv7<-'*i ' y the ravens and other 
wild lalrds.' Thecitstbin.iaaiiilai' (la it 
wns to them, grates horribly on Chris- 
tian nerves. One very cold eveninj,' I 
took up what I thought wns a log of 
charred wootl to tlirow it on the tire. 
"Don't burn that,'" said a bystander, 
"a corpse wag burner;^ here yesterday 
and that ia a part of it.'" There i8n. pifiiu 
near one of our mountains whr,fe lliave 
seen charred heaps o£ Bm^kbg human 
botlica. 

W Ken Viciovl!ii was m earlv settlement 
theIndt.oaof Q')i«en Charlotte Island 
thi^.atened to attack the town. All the 
•icher tribes fcat«d them on account of 
their warlike ami. savage nature. It was 
Ko umisual thing to see the heads and 
trunks of slain Indians tossing up aud 
down on the water. 

Mvery sunimor fleets of Indians come 
to 3Ietlal;atla. Onediiylwcnt to visit 
a dying chief. Ttio reiiia'.ns of dead 
bodies were strewn all around theoanip; 
I knew as I stooil there what the davk 
places of the earth meant, .'■^inallpos 
had l)een ravaging the camp, and aiijoug 
the Indiana smallpox; ia always regarded 
as an evLl spirit. The old chief said 
to' mo twice, "You have come too late ; 
the smallpox has been here. And wo 
have learned to love the fire-water; you 
iiave come too late." Close to the camp 
ttiere wns a great pit in the earth, and 
behind this pit rose a gallery •of several 
tiers. I was conducted to this gallery 
as the place of honor, where I tried in 
vain to sleep. There was a strango smell 
of decay in the atmosphere. When at 
lust I rose and took a walkthrough the 
camp ] learned the secret of the oppres- 
sive air. I had been lying close to a lieaj) 
of uuburied dead; more than two 
liundred bodies in all stages oi decay 
were around nie. 

These Indians liave no term to e.'c- 
jtreas the idea of the resurrection. They 
do love each other, and death ia thesanie 
to tliem as to other luen. Friend will 
weep over friend, the mother will weep 
over her b.iby until the dead body 
is taken away by force to be cremated or 
hung on the funeral tree. 

The difiiculties which present them- 
selves in the study of the tribal laii- 
LMiages are enormous. The knowledL'e 
oi oi'.e language Is no help to the knowl- 
edge of another. Their vocabularies 
with regard to all natural obiectsare ex- 
tensive, but the scope of e.vpreasion for 
terms of technique ur eentiuient is very 
limited and poor. We are gradually 
coining fresh words to meet the demand 
of increased knowledge. The construc- 
tion of theTsimahcan verb resembles 
that of the Latin; in the verbs of the 
llydah language the personal pronoun 
precedes the verb. There are many in- 
teresting points of resemblance between 
themeaaingof their worda and ours. 
The month of May in Indian lan- 
guage means the month of flowers. 
'" Echo " means the voice of the spirit, 
or the spirit voice. They express the 
word " trouble " by a phrase thatineana 
" to have the heart of a deer." It is an 
interesting study to trace old Indian 
ideas in the formation of laiicuoge. 
When spoken words began to represent 
a science among them, they had seen the 
wild deer hunted, and the -look in its 
dying eyes before it fell. 

In November, 1876, the Queen Char- 
lotte mission was opened, nnd we had to 
combat one evil practice after another. 
Tlie Indians on the is larula bad never 
seen a white woman before, and they 
came in cro>vda to look at ii.i. Oar tirat 
Christmas, a day ever to be reniem bered, 
was not without its element of liuiiior. 
Tholndians had gathered afewcnirle ideas 
about the observance of the Chi.stiau 
Sunday from the Hudson's Bay Com 
pany ami regarded it merely as a "great 
dress day." The first Indian arriveil at 
our little service in a gay dressing gown, 
the second in an old man of war's suit 
much too short for biin; the tliird fol- 
lowtu in the grotesque dres.s of a harle 
•liiin. The Indiana had bartered furs for 
these singular items of clothing. NVhen 
tho cpngregation were all assembled, a 
medicine man entered in a long white 
surpHce, his head ornamented wUh the 
horns of a mountain sheep. 

This was, however, the first and last 
occasion for such a display ; they had all 
learned better befoj-e the following 
Christmas. It was not long before we 
recognized by evident signs that God's 
spirit wag working. One day a 
])oor fellow while leading his 
compauiouB in a heathen song and 
dance, burst a blood vessel. He sent for 
me and said he wanted medicine. I 
held up my Bible. "Here!" I said, 
" is the best medicine." The man was 
ill some time. I visited him and praved 
with him, and at last he waa bapti'sed 
into the faith of the church. Now tfie 
Ilydah term for God is: '"The Chief of 
the City Above." And hero I would re- 
mark that in whatever country a m'u- 
sionary is working ho should first find a 
substratum of existing faitti to build 
upon, as tlio apostle on iMars Hill used 
tlie empty altar wliicli the Greeks had 
niisei-1 "To theUnkiiown God " to found 
his toxl upon. 

This dying man asked nie to send 
for Ills friends that he miglit speak 
to them. "You are rushing on," he 
saiil to them, "to n deep, dark pit. 
Ttio Chief .Above has looked down upon 
ir.e and all ia light. I am rcadyVCWef,". 
and suspt^aking, hodied. "The menstind- 
ing around liim began to reali-/;e a noM' 
power among thciii. The Uliiel ,\l)ove, 
llieysaid, gives jjower to die aa well as 
live. 

There is an ancient institution among 
tho Indiana known as tlio crest syBteni. 
This system is divided into four leading 
hranolies, known aa llie Eagle crest, tho 
Bear ci-est, the Kin Back i;rest and the 
Wolf crest. Now we make n point of 
Icaviiigour people to their creat systemp. 
'We have no wish to denationalize the 



Indians. I myself appreciating the wie- 
<loni of St. Paul'suttitudo towards those 
tu whom he preached the gospel, saying: 
" I am made all thing to all men that 
I miglit by all means save Bome," 
liavo been initiated , a member of tho 
Eagle crest, and a ^reat feast wus made 
in honor of my initiation. Now, by the 
rules of the system, the wife of a rnem- 
ber must belong to a different branch, 



crest— they would regard thia as equal 
to marrying a sister. I have lived 
twenty-three years among the Indiana 
and I have never seen members of the 
same crest intermarrv, and I lia;'o in- 
variably found that in overv way l.he 
system is conducive to morality and hos- 
pitality. The crest eystom poaaossos all 
the practical advantages of Freemasonry. 
Frequently in travelling I come across 
the crest ol the Eagle, and more than 
once, when tribal wars have.beih threatr 
ened,_ my influence as a mcnibeKhas 
been instrumental in keeping pe^(!e,:&nd 
a wL5l9.Wl?9 'b«S been saved from dis- 
aster. 

It if ti mistake to EUppose that our 
Tiidiaiis smoke the pipe of jieace.^ The 
pipe of peace ia never seen on this side 
of the iiocky Mountains. Our tribes 
Viso awftnsdown aa an emblem of peace. 
This thev scatter on their heads, bowing 
low before each other, and the swans- 
down lloats around and' settles on the 
heads of all present. 

Large lodges of assembled crests 
meet tof:ether and, one by one, the mem- 
bers tell stories of the brave fights of the 
past and the old heroes. I watch my 
chance, and then I stand up and tell my 
story. 

I went once to sec a dying man over 
whom the medicine man bad been 
sha'riing his rattle all night to drive the 
evil spirits away. " Had 1 lived," he 
saiil, " I would have lieen first in tlni 
way of the Chief Al)ove." 

"You may l)o first yet," I ?ai<l 
Jesus says, " Him tliat coiueth unto Me 
t wili in no wise cast out." A slave 
standing by waa supposed to possess the 
evil spirit that waa torturing tho dying 
man. Charred and burned nearly to 
death, the poor fellow was trembling un- 
der the musket of another man who was 
standing by ready to shoot him as soon 
a? the sick man died. I rescued him 
with difficulty. The Indians around 
were chanting' the death dirge and tear- 
ing theirhairand making preparations to 
paint the corpse. I stopped the prepara- 
tions and threw an old sail over the 
body, ]>roiniaing to give it Christian 
liurial. The man's frienda came in their 
canoea through the night to scatter 
swansdown over the boily. Then tho 
Tueilicine man rruaed a storm, and lor a 
fortnight 110 one came to the service. 
We found that this man had set a report 
ab road to the effect that we received a 
hundrpd dollars for every man who died. 
Tlien I appealed to the Indiana them 
selves, saying, "Had I wanted to kill 
you I would have advised you to drink 
away at the lire-water instead ot teaci 
ing temperance among you." In the 
end the truth conquered , and they came 
back to tlie services. 

Again, tho Indians asked me, "Have 
you come to do away with our 
luiatoms?" I answered them, 
" I tiud the term Chief Above 
among you. Now, the Chief Above has 
sent a letter to the white man to tell you 
how to die." Then the Indians came in 
great numbers to liear wh^at the Chief 
said 

On one New Year's day a great feast 
was made for the chiefs .\fterthe fen: 
I asked them if they really understoo<i 
the gospel, and one after another testi- 
fied to the witness of the Spirit. The 
result of the mission work among these 
men has so expanded the sympathies of 
heart and mind they take 'much the 
same outlook on the heathen world as 
we do ourselves. 

Step by step our work went on. The 
hollies oi the dead were buried and our 
method of Christian burial taught. 
Then I went south. Fifty young 
men carried iny canoe when 
I lanile(i, and one or two 
cliiefs came to welcome me, AS'e were 
first on the field in the north and south 
of t^ueen Charlotte Island, until a Meth- 
odist teacher waa seut, when we with- 
drew. 

The question is sometimes asked : 
Were the Hydahs originally members of 
Alaska? When I learned the language 
the question was set at rest for ever. 
There is no doubt that the Hydahs were 
originally natives of Queen Charlotte 
Island, and that through tribal disturb 
ances they went over to Alaska. 

So our work went on. Frostbitten 
and Gull'eriug from ophthalmia, I have 
struggled on from lodge lo lodge. Men 
have come to the meetings in their war 
paint and feathers, but they have been 
men wdio had ears to hear 

Atone Good I'riday service we had 
the ivords ".lesus died, and rose again," 
painted by a young man on the rough 
ctiancel in the church. The three laat 
words were veiled, and ".lesua died" 
was seen. The windows of the church 
had to be taken out. The (^hrietiaii and 
the heathen Indians gave up their work, 
although tho rivers were fall of fish, and 
came to tlie church in crowds. M-u and 
women who in tho i)ast had met only 
to fight, met together now in the name 
of the Prince of Peace. At the end of 
the service ten stood up and said they 
were ready to renounce heathenism anil 
embrace the faith of Christ. 

Thus the Gospel has triumphed, 
and I can think to-night of hiui- 
(h-eda wlio have died in the 
Uhriatiau faith. One man, who 
it one time threatened to kill me, was 
at last instrumental in leading numbers 
of converts to holy communion. One 
convered medicine man came to me and 
said how strong his lieart was. 

Some of tbeao Indian converts saw a 
party of Salvation Army soldiera at work 
and they came to me and said they 
wanted a Salvation Army for themselves. 
I called a meeting, and eaid we had an 
organization in the church which would 
supply what they wanted. Twelve of 
these men were admftted as Church 
Army members, and for four years they 
have done good work. They receive nu 
money for their' labors. A sleigh 
is sent round, and dried salmon, 
grain, etc., conveyed to them. 
The Indiana say, " What is this'? 
Our own men are coining now to preach." 
ICvnngelistic fervor ia very marked 
among the converts. "01" 'they snv, 
"it we could only speak Chiiiese!" 
They are longing to evangelize the Chi- 
nese who work at the salmon canneries 
in the season. Will you help us ami 
them by your prayers and almsgiving 
and sympathy? So in that great day of 
reward for which we watch and wait, we 
may together hear .our fLord's worfls of 
welcome, " Well done,npod and faithful 
servant; thou haBt.,be'en faithful over a 
few thinirs, I will malce'itlieB ruler over 
many things; enter 'thou into tho joy of 
thy Lord."^.', 

After; remarks by tlm Bishop, tlie 
meeting was. closed widi tho form of 
prayer adopted by the missionary asso- 
tiation, and the benediction. •

niiiintain that an ordinary woman will 
bu ordinary -whorover you put her — is 
tbut of Cyuthiii Wostovcr Aldeu, whose 
woudorfal achievomeuts iu New York 
<;ity iu the last 15 yoars have beou little 
filioitcf marvi'lons, and wlioso remark- 
able attainments iu any given line have 
always oddly euoagh noted only ua a 
prelade to greater accomplishtnents in 
othor paths so widely diverceut that it 
seems almost inci edible one woman 
should have attained eminence in so 
many oceupatious, and stranger still 
that, contrary to all hitherto accepted 
precedents, each eccentric change has 
boon marked with a richer degree of 
•success. 

Now, the secret of all this is not that 
■the subject of this sketch is versatile or 
talented — tiioso who know her best 
maiutniu that she is neither — but be- 
cause slio is so indomitably persistent 
that nothing is impossible to her, al- 
tliough every occupation she has learned 
has been diiVicult for hor to aenuire. 
.She came to Now York from the mining 
-camps of Colorado poor, friendless, mi- 
known, determined to become a great 
sillier, and notliini:; daunted liccauso siio 
luui so liirlo sens(^ of melody that she 
could scarcely dislinguisli (lie strains of 
"Yankee Doodle" from those of tlie 
"Marseillaise." Already a successful 
teacher, she r(^s()lved to put that occupa- 
tion beliind lier because it liad become 
easy and trite. "I know, " sho says, "that 
singing would bo the most difficult 
thing I could po?.sibly nndcrtako, so I 
resolved to study singing. "• Her voice 
was tried by all the great vocal master.', 
of New Y'ork and Boston, every one of 
whom pronoaoced it worthless, but slu^ 
Ji'ept right on tryiusr until finally tliero 



who had laughed her to bcotii. From 
St Thomas' she went to St. Michuera 
at Hoboken, and there, under Mgr. 
Concilio, became one of the famous 
church .singers of the day. Her .singing 
life extended oyer a period of ubont five 
ycarsiiaiid ill 'tliiA time- 
herself with the Freucli, German' and 
Italian languages. 

It tiien occurred to her to apply for 
the position of inspector of customs, 
which she sequml and i flllpd with great 
li'jvior, being the fli-st woman appointed 
to government si-rvicc under Tammany. 
Later she became interpreter and still 
later secretary to Street Cleaning Com- 
mi-ssioner Beattie. Her career while iu 
the employ of the government was most 
remarkabie for a woman. While fulfill- 
ing the duties of secretary to the street 
cleaning conmiissiouer Mi.ss Wcstovcr 
often managed as many as », 000 labor- 
ers per day and performed immerous 
kindred duties the counterpart of which 
had never fallen to the Jot of woman 
before. Once the captain' of tugs and 
scows was ill foi a fortnight, and Miss 
Wcstovcr performed the duties of his 
position in addition to those of hers, 
sleeping at her desk and working early 
and late. She sent out 28 tugs and scows 
daily, and at various times actually pi.'r- 
formed all the duties of tlio street clean- 
ing commissioner of New 'iTork. 

When she had exhausted the dinicul- 
tics of her government positions, Miss 
W(vstover took to literature, writing ed- 
itorials on the silver question and on 
city politics for Harper's Weekly and 
following them witli a series of scien- 
tific articles iu tlie same publication. 
SliQ also wrote and published a success- 
ful book knoAvn as "Manhattan, His- 
toric and Artistic. '' After that she act- 
ed as assistant to Professor Wliitfield at 
the Museum of Natural History, from 
wliicli point slie giadually drifted into 
journalism, wlieie slio has become a 
power, her keen perceptions and broad 
e.xperieuci! standing lier in good stead as 
editor and reporter. Sho has been editor 
of the wonum's department of the New 
York Kecorder for several years, and 
her work in that line as well as in all 
others sho hii.s undertaken has been 
]ii[,'lily successfnl. JFrom the beginning

.singer. The first time she sang for 
monoy was at Stamford, Conn., where

the hands of the old singing master who

While dredging a channel and other- 
wise improving the dockage facilities 
along the lower wharves, the Mud Lark 
dredge is performing a sanitary work of 
great importance.

—Wliy He -Wanted to Use 
Biissia. ■ 



London, Oct. 29.— The proposed pro- 
secution of the Hamburger Nachriciiten 
for publishing state secrets has, accord- 
ing to a special dispatch from Berlin, 
been abandoned out of the fear of the 
harm such a step might do to Germany's 
foreign policy. It is added, however, 
that should Prince Bismarck nublish the 
circumstancesxinder which he resigned 
office, the government will be forced 
to act; The government would 
probably treat Prince Bismarck in the 
same manner as the latter treated 
Count von Amim. Count yon Arnim 
was arrested in October, 1874, and con- 
lined in Berlin for refusing to give up 
docutnentB sent to liiin as ambassador. 
On account of illness he was releaseil on 
bail, liut again arrested in about two 
weeks' time. He was tried in December, 
1874, and convicted of making away 
with the documents, but was acquitted 
of the other charges, and Hciitonced to 
three months' imprisonnient. He a))- 
pealed, was tried again in June, 1S75. 
The verdict coiilirmed the sentence. In 
Koretubcr of the same year it was an- 
nounced that Count von Arnim was to 
lie prosecuted for treason. In May, 
18S1, he died at Nice as a result, it was 
said by I'rince Bismarck's enemies, of 
tlie persecution which he had been sub- 
jected to by the chancellor. 

Paris, Oct. 20. — ^Le Figaro, referring 
to tho discloaures made by Prince Bis 
marck in the Hamburger Nachriciiten, 
reirarding the secret alliance between 
Germany and Russia from 1884 to 18iH), 
saj's : "Russia discovered that the 
treaty was a veritable delusion for her, 
and when Bismarck asked her in 1887 to 
renew the declaration of her neutrality 
in the event of an attack upon France, 
which was l.)eing planned by Germany, 
Russia formally refused to do so, and 
thereafter all blandishments of Prince 
Bi.siuarck only served to increaao the 
friendship between France and Russia." 

it says: "The events in which Bis- 
marck ia concerned can now only be 
(lualilied as posthumous; since his fall 
from power he cannot be content to have 
no say in the less important allaira of 
his country. The predominant idea of 
Bismarck's adminietratlon was to make 
use of Russia to crush the western 
powers. Napoleon's alliance with Eng- 
land in the Crimean war for the benefit 
of Fmgland, served as a pretext for at- 
tacking Russian inlluences within the 
orbit of tho Cierman foreign jiolicy, 
where they remained until after 1870. 
The results of the Franco-German war 
terminated by the treaty of Frankfort 
opened Russia's eyes, and the views of 
the court of .St. Petersburg were modi- 
lied on account of the conditions of the 
equilibrium and lier I'uture interests. 

•' Prince Bismarck," continues Le Fi- 
garo, " was the only man in Europe who 
would notundeistandtliisevolution. This 
was really the principal cause of his f.all, 
for William II was more farseeing on 
this point than bis minis^r understood 
it. If the affirmations of the Hamburg- 
er Nachriciiten are true, that a secret 
treaty existed until IS'.IO between Ger- 
manyiuid Russia, assuring the neutral- 
ity of the latter in the event of 
war with France, they are merely 
criminal, disgraceful, imjiotent manoeu- 
vres. If true, wliat must Austria think, 
who only made an alliance with tier- 
many on condition that she would be 
aided in her rival against Turkey? The 
Vienna jiapers demand explanations, 
which it will be difficult for the German 
government to give." Le Figaro con- 
cludea : 

" Prince Bismarck ought to furnish 
the explanations, either confessing that 
he is an impostor or that he has not fore- 
seen tbe consequences of his own poli- 
cies, which have bean to alienate Rus- 
sian sympathies from German egotism." 

Lo Gatiloi.s says : "Prince Bismarck's 
attitude lacks dignity and will minitiii/.e 
him in the eyes of posterity. If he is 
really the author or inspiror of the Ilaiii- 
burger Nachrichten revelations, he has 



a very short memory or speculatea on 
the credulity or ignorance of his read- 
ers. He should remember that the alli- 
ance of the three emperors '.vas broken 
in 1880, when 41sxnnder Ifl withdrew 
on account of the intrigues to put a Ger- 
man prince on the Bulgarian throne. 
He must be awaae that it was the simul- 
taneous publication in Berlin and Vi- 
enna, in 1888, of the treatv concluded by 
him with Austria in 1889 that decided 
Russia and France to come together." 

Le Gauloia sees where Caprivi's re- 
Fponsibility cotnea in, and conoludes that 
"the mainVefiert pf tHtS'.^Uaifiiiiurger 
Nachrichten articles will be to weaken 
the triple alliance, which is already fall- 
ing to pieces." It adds that it would be 
curious and instructive if he whose ob- 
ject was to isolate France should witness 
tho isolation of his own country and be 
obliged to admit that he himself contri- 
buted to it. 

Le Matin is of opinion that the dis- 
closure of the secret treaty was intended 
to make France suspicious ot Russia,

EXPLOSION AT WILKESBAERE.

STARVATIOJ IN liABRADOK. 

Terrible Suffertng on the Coast-Neither 
F«od, Clothing nor Fuel. 

St. John's, Nfld., Oct. 29.— Dr. Gren- 
fel, superintendent of the deep sea mis- 
sion, in a letter concerning the sufl'ering 
on the coast of Labrador, said : "At 
Square island we found an anxious 
crowd awaitine ub» Not a family had 
enough to eat and th^ had no means of 
getting food. We have arranged to sup- 
ply 25 barrels of flour, lOsacksoE biscuit, 
a puncheon of molasses and a chest of 
tea, in return for which the people will 
saw the wood which wc Iiave toaell next 
auininer. An enormous boon is con- 
ferred uiion these Eettleinente, even by 
such small assistance as this. AVe took 
away a family having 'iio means. We 
also'left some clothing, quilts and coun- 
terpanes. Most of the houses liave an 
utterly inadequate supply of bedclothing. 

" Arriving at Boulter's Rock wo soon 
had a crowded deck full of people. Here 
also they were fairly starving. Two 
Newfoundland traders came along ask- 
ing what could be done for the people. 
No government relief has been promised 
to the settlements. Many families are 
already ejvisting on flour alone, having 
neither molasses nor tea. We gave eacli 
family a bundle of clothing and pro- 
mised to make representation of their 
need to tlic proper authorities. 

" At Pack's Harbor wo were told that 
tho children in one family in aneighbor- 
in-; island were running about stark 
naked nil summer and had been found 
in that condition by an Anglican mis- 
sionary and we intend to jirovide clotliea 
for iliose. While it is open to any one 
to take a dill'erent view of the 
outlook I must say that after live yeara 
on the coast, during which time I have 
made the acqiiaintanco of almost every 
settler from Cape Chidley to Blanc Sab- 
loii, I can only repeat my opinion that 
iiiilesa Iho entire system of living apd 
dealing is altereii, and only if the cod 
and salmon lieheriea greatly improve, 
can a uiajority of Ihe settleia even hope 
to do more than to prevent starvation 
and keep thenise' /es covered." 

" A'a I pass tiis fall, visiting some 
places for the f lurtli time, I can aee 
there is no other hope for them than 
tiiat tlio New! lundlaiid government 
should grant tlie-n free passages to Can- 
ada or the Unitt.l States. We are doing 
our very best nr d are giving clotliing to 
women and chiliren, nnd sometimes to
